In the old Health Center 
location will go the firstSanta 
Cruz ‘‘Id Psychology Labora- 
tory.’’ Utilizing three small 
rooms, the Laboratory will 
do considerable research in 
attempting to ascertain the 
basic dirves which require 
man to function in the manner 
in which he does. The Labo- 
ratory, which will tentatively 
be headed by noted psycholo- 
gist Adler Young, will be 
opened as soon as the neces- 
sary equipment can be instal- 
led. Those who are connected 
with the project have been hes - 
itant to dis what exactly 
that equipment will be. 

Another advantage of the 
new site will be the altitude. 
A new heart machine, which 
some scientists and doctors 
feel will replace the EKG, 
has been installed, It requires 
an altitude higher than the old 
Health Center. The new ma- 
chine, an Eliptical Cardiolo- 
gical Angiogram, works ona 
combination of atmospheric 
pressure and the pres ure 
exerted by the patient’s 
aorta. The ECA will save 
the lives of many potential 
heart attack victims.

Architectural Design of College 
Six fo be a Radical Innovation 


Following the recommendation of the campus planning com- 
mittee, the Regents of the University of California have ac- 
cepted the preliminary drawings for College Six. Designed 
by San Francisco architects Vignola and Jones, the college 
should present an air of quiet distinction and repose atop a 
hill near Empire Grade with its 50,000 -watt beacon visible 
from as far away as Moss Landing.

dominated the designs of Colleges One through Five, the new 
college will feature a starkly striking shed-roofed dining 
hall to link it with Colleges Two through Four while the 
aforementioned beacon will link it with College One. The 
buildings will be of wood frame construction enclosed in 
a skin of cedar shingle and interior walls will be of wall- 
board, painted different shades of. off-white. 
Montina Corlon are planned for the public areas and the 
mechanical system of forced warm and cool air will be 
supplemented with fin-tube radiation under large glass areas.

Floors of 
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Organize Culture! 


"It is one thing to expect students at Santa Cruz to gain know- 
_ ledge during their four year stay at the campus, but it is 
quite another to expect them to come with a substantial part 


of this knowledge as their background. The cosmopolitan 
make-up of the Santa Cruz student body is something which 
The PRESS feels the University should combat. Since there 
are SO many more applications than possible openings in the 
freshman classes, the administration should make some at- 
tempt to more evenly balance the students they select. 

If some feel this will be a discriminatory policy, then per- 
haps the assigning of students to colleges could be done’on the 
basis of cultural background. The following case might be 
proposed. Those with extremely high cultural backgrounds 
could be, for example, assigned to Cowell College, those with 
middle grade backgrounds to Stevenson, and those ‘‘cultural 
deficients’’ to Crown. Therefore, the student whose background 
is somewhat lower than average will not feel as out of place in 
a college of cultural ignorants. 

For the exceptional students, those who have a burning 
desire to attend a ‘‘culturally backward?’ college but have a 
substantial heritage of culture, advanced Standing might be the 
Solution, An exceedingly well-rounded student could, for 
example, choose between becoming a freshman at Cowell, a 
sophomore at Stevenson, or a junior at Crown. This will add 
some culture to the lower colleges and maintain the extremely 
high level at the upper ones. 

Possibly, events which would bring the colleges closer 
together would be planned. Cowell might present chamber 
music concerts and show foreign films, Stevenson might have 
concerts by the New Christy Minstrels and show films like 
‘‘This Property is Condemned,” while Crown will have “sock 
hops’? and films of the Patterson-Johanssen fights. 

as each new college becomes 4a reality it too will get its 
chance to mold the really culturally deprived students. It 
will probably be most satisfying for the professors of College 
#15 to really work with students who have never heard of 
Beethoven and Shakespeare, let alone John Cage and Bruce 
Conner. It is so much more rewarding to teach someone who 
knows little a great deal, than a great deal to someone who 
knows a little. 

The problem may not seem pressing to the majority of 
Santa Cruz students, but it is the type which creeps slowly 
into the grain of a college and the personality of its students, 
It should be combatted before tt gets out of hand.
